A SALT WATER WELL. 


Sunk for tho Supply of Pools and Tanks 


at the New York Aquarium. 


The salt water pools and tajiks of the 


New York aquarium at Battery park 
are now supplied from a well sunk on 
the prcfnises. The aquarium's saltwa- 
ter supply was orig-inally drawn direct 
from the* bay through au intake pipe 
carried out near the bottom from the 
Battery sea wail. The water thus taken 
was filtered in the usual manner before 
delivering it 
into the" pools. This 


source of supply was continued until 
the completion of the Bait water well. 


The Castle Garden structure, in which 


the nquarium is located, is built on 
made ground; the tide was known to 
rise and fall uiider some parts of the 
building-. There is a cellar under that 
part of the bvilding which fronts on 
Battery park, nnd there an excavation- 
was made with a view to the sinking 
of a saltwater well. .This excavation 
was carried down to a porn? below tide 
level, seven feet below the cellar and 
13 feet below the floor of the aquarium, 
through made ground four.d to consist 
of a number of feet of stone and gravel, 
filled in on top of two tiers of logs laid 
crosswise and resting upon stone 
thrown in on the bottom. In this ex- 
cavation, which was about 250 -feet in- 
land from the'P.attefy sea wall, the tide 
rose and fell about one hour later than 
its rise and fall in the open waters ad- 
jacent to the Battery. The tests of this 
temporary wdl as to supply and char- 
acteristics being satisfactory, work 
was begun upon the permanent plant 
now in use. 
' 


The well was carried down to a 


depth of 17 feet, and a perfora ted iron 
tube was sunk in it, with which, was 
placed the" suction pipe of the pump 
that is attached to it. The-water is 
drawn through a wronght-iron • gnl- 
vaniy.ed pi]>e seven inches .in diameter 
and L'07 feet in length, which, with a 
number of easy bends, follows along in- 
eide the wall of a section of the nearly 
circular building from the well to the 
pump, which is located near the boiler- 
room and the aquarium's supply tanks. 
The capacity of the pump is 600 gallons 
a minute; it has been, tested to the :ull 
capacity -Of the delivery pipe, with the 
result- of snowing ample .supply in the 
well. The requirements of the aquari- 
um, however, arc less than this. 


The water from the well is of the 


same density as that taken from the 
open bay. It is ten degrees warmer in 
winter and about ten degrees cooler 
in summer. It is drawn through what 
is in effect a great natural niter, and it 
is beautifully clear. This supply is de- 
sirable for the aquarium stock, and its 
economy is obvious, doing away, as it 
does, .with the use of artificial niters 
and the need for the material required 
in or-erating them. 


There is, s* far as Dr. Bean of the 


aquarium is informed, no other aquari- 
um in the world with a like source of 
salt water supply.—^. Y. Sun.

"There was an alleged ra ass meeting 


at the Grand opera house last evening. 
It "was called by a number of gentle- 
men, 
names "and addresses unknown, 


who signed themselves to their call, 


Committee," and it was to consider 


some phase of the Sunday "ball question. 
Just what phase, iio.one, with'the pos- 
sible exception of the "committee," 
knew before -the meeting. 
No one, 


with the same exceptions, knew after 
it was over , either, for that matter. 
But, after calling the meeting, these 
valiant [committeemeu, it seems, g"ot 
frightened at something or other and 
concluded to remain iri the background. 
The result was that a respectable 
crowd, in which were quite a number

was there to call the meeting to order 
or to explain its object. 
The crowd 


waited around awhile very patiently 
and then some of them began to leave 
in utter disgust. 
Great efforts were 


made to find somebody who was even 
remotely connected with the commit- 
tee, but in vain. Aud so the minutes 
passed until it was a quarter" of nine 
o'clock. By this time a number of 
young men and boys began to get noisy 
and the opera house resounded wi£h 
cat calls, howls and shrieks. The man- 
agement of the house were on the point 
of turning out the lights, when a 
young man named Fairtrace, who was 
not even a fifty-second cousin of the 
committee, walked upon the stage and 
called the meeting to order, Mr. 
Fairtrace did not kuow why the meet- 
ing was called, but expressed a willing- 
ness to turn it over to some one who 
did. 
Somebody proposed Bro. John B. 


Carter for chairman, and he was unan- 
imously selected. It transpired that 
Bro. .Carter knew .less about the meet- 
ing than Mr. Fairtrace. He ascended 
the platform, however, and made a 
speech abounding in gestures and fist 
stiakiug. Mr. Carter favored a half- 
holiday, and thought everybody needed 
more rest, recreation and pleasure. He 
begged_tlie '"committee," if it was not 
lost, or their brains had not oozed out, 
to come up on the platform and tell 
why the crowd was there. 
Mr. Carter 


was frequently interrupted by cries 
and calls for various persons. The 
speaker was invited to "cheese it," to 
'' come off his parch,'' while one young 
fellow, leaning far over the balcony rail- 
ing, iu a serious and sojicitious niau- 
ner, inquired of some one down stairs 
if they" did not think it wojild be nec- 
essary to get a chain and muzzle for it, 
"it" meaning Mr. Carter. Such re- 
marks were very discouraging to ora- 
tory, and .Mr. Carter soon quit. 
The 


crowd did not, but kept on guying him. 
At this stage Manager Grimes appeared 
on the scene and stopped the yelling 
instauter. He said in so many words 
that he did not. propose to have any 
rabble in the opera house, and if there 
was any more of it he would turn the 
lights out. This quieted things down 
considerably. 


Mr. Carter begged to be relieved 


from the duties of presiding officer, and 
Mr. Samuel Tinimonds was chosen in 
his stead. Mr. Timomnds had a vague 
idea that the meeting was called to 
consider something about a Saturday 
half-holiday. ' He, too, inquired after 
the "committee." 


Frank Varuer thought the commit- 


tee was from labor organizations who 
wanted to discuss the 
half-holiday 


quesitou and Sunday base ball. 


Mr. ^Timuionds invited Rev. Mr. 


Tucker, of All Saints Episcopal church, 
to the stage't to'address the crowd. Rev. 
Tucker said, among other things, that 
he had been a lover and player of the 
game of base ball long before many of 
his auditors had been born. There was 
no game he admired more or loved 
more than the game of base ball. There 
was never a place in which he had 
lived, or in which he shall live, that 
he did not, and would not, attend ball 
games, and there had never been a 
game in Portsmouth that he could see, 
that he failed to see. He believed in 
it as he did in all great American 
things. 
He hoped die interest in base 


matter amicably.; He was applauded 
when he concluded. 


Ed. Woodrow said the meeting was 


not called to encourage the violation of 
any state* laws, but/ as he understood 
it, to urge the half-holiday plan. The 
;workingmen of Portsmouth were law- 
abiding citizens. He thought the fel- 
lows who would oppose tie half-holi- 
day plan would be the deacons and the 
elders and the pillars of the churches. 
The workingmen would work just as 
long and get in just as much time at 
•the end of a year as they did now. 


An attempt was made to get an expres- 


sion from the crowd, but it failed, .J.B. 
Carter got the floor and started on a 
speech. He waved his arms a great 
deal, to the infinite terror of small boys 
who sat nest to >n'm and who were 
kept briskly dodging. 
Mr. Carter got 


profane once, saying that if working- 
men went to work earnestly for a 
"half-holiday, all h—1 couldn't stop 
them." While he was talking, the 
crowd left the hall and ' the meeting 
came to an end. 


There was much noise and confusion 


prior to adjournment and. loud calls 
for Mr. W. W. Gates. 
He declined to 


.address the meeting. 


The meeting, whatever it may have 


been called for, failed to accomplish 
anything. 
If it was called to aid Sun- 


day ball, it was a flat failure. 
It did 


more harm to Sunday ball than any- 
thing that has happened since the sub- 
ject began to be agitated. Rev. Mr. 
Tucker almost won the .crowd over to 
his side, and if another such speaker 
as he had followed, we firmly believe" a 
resolution condemning Sunday ball 
would have carried triumphantly.

ball in Portsomuth would grow stronger 
and that our Polo team would win 
every ^anie they played except—the 
games they played on Sunday. "I tell 
you, 
frankly," said Rev. 
Tucker, 


"enthusiastic as I am on the subject 
of base ball—so much so that some of 
my friends don't like it—-I cannot find 
it in my conscience, in the best inter- 
ests of any community, or_in what I re- 
gard as the highest form of any true 
American patriotism, to endorse the 
habit of playing base ball on Sunday.'' 
Mr. Tucker thought it against the time 
self-interest of the people to have_Sun- 
day base ball in this, or any other city 
iu Ohio. True patriotism means the 
love of the institutions of one's coun- 
try, the traditions of its past, and a 
finirbelief in the inviolability of its 
national and state laws. Xo true pa- 
triot could countenance Sunday base 
ball. The speaker urged, and stood up 
for, absolute obedience to all the laws 
of the land. 
He did not enact the law 


against Sunday base ball. 
He did not. 


think any preacher helped to enact it. 
If he did, he had better have been iu 
his pulpit. Our own representatives 
had enacted the law. Kow, are we to 
be a city of law-breakers? Are we to 
invite our young men to break laws 
with impunity': The law may be wise, 
and it may be unwise: it may be just, 
and it may be unjust, but there it is 
on the statute books, and as good, true 
Americans citizens we should obey it. 
Some people had urged that it made no 
difference if this law were violated. 
The speaker claimed that it did. It 
would lessen the respect for law and 
cause people to regard other laws in 
the same light as they did the Sunday 
ball law. The successful violation of 
one law encourages the violation of 
others. Rev. Tucker said that Jie was 
convinced of the reasonableness 
and 


feasibility, leaving out certain unreas- 
onable persons and cranks, of the plan 
of settling the present trouble by cer- 
tain concessions on both sides. He be- 
lieved in the half-holiday plan, and by 
that proposed to stand and work. He 
wanted to see base ball prosper, and 
the men who had organized a ball 
team here be able to pay the salaries 
of their players.

Great International Contests That 


"Win Take Flaco la AprlL 


The principal part of the festival 


will be at the ancient stadium on the 
Athenian plain near the city. Here 
were once celebrated the games of At- 
tica and her allies. A ^vild waste for 
many centuries, it -was excavated a 
few years ago by 
King1 George of 


Greece. Now it has been restored in de- 
tail for this occasion by the generosity 
of Georgius Averoff, a rich Greek of 
Alexandria, Egypt, at an., expense of 
600,000 francs, so it will appear in its 
old splendor of white marble. 
The 


amphitheater seats from 50,000 to 70,000 
spectators and incloses a course 070 
feet in length by 100 feet in breadth, 
giving a level area of 8,100 square yards 
^jfor the gymnastic and field sports, 
with, a broad foot-race track as well. 


One of the most interesting features 


of the. games will be the long-distance 
race of 20 miles, from Marathon' to 
Athene, in memory of the brave courier 
who died of exhaustion after- he had 
brought tidings of Miltiades' great vic- 
tory over Darius. To the victor, M. 
Victor 13re.al, of tie French institute, 
has offered the prize of a silver am- 
phora or wine vessel. 
The general 


prize of each contest is a silver olive 
wreath, to" commemora.te the simple 
wreath of wild olive that in ancient 
times was the only token of victory. 


In addition to the athletic games and 


field sports it is proposed also to rep- 
resent an ancient drama in some well- 
preserved classic Greek theater. The 
da.nces of to-day, believed by many 
scholars to be relics of tie classic age, 
will be rendered by peasant dancers in 
costume, and various musical societies 
will furnish, the music for the festival. 


For the inauguration the date of 


April G has been selected, as it is the 
75th. anniversary of Greek independ- 
ence. 
The middle month of spring,
